WASHINGTON, April 28—T he naval pro­ 
gram for 1903. as presented in the naval 
appropriation bill and accompanying re­ 
port filed today by Chairman Foss of the 
house naval committee, is one of unusual 
Interest. 
The report does not take as 
optimistic a view of our naval prowess 
as is generally held and Mr. Foss points 
out that comparatively few of bur ships 
have any real fighting value. 
He accom­ 
panies this with a statem ent of the enor­ 
mous naval armament anti programs of 
other countries, 
particularly Germany. 
it is shown by the report that the total 
number of vessels of our navy, built and 
building is 138 and the total cost will be 
J235,A'<2,209. 
The report adds: 
’‘While we have built and are building, 
all told, 138 ships, yet comparatively few 
of them have any real lighting value. 
Our naval prowess lies almost entirely 
in our IS battleships, 8 armored cruisers 
and 23 protected cruisers. 
The rest of 
our ships would cut but little figure In 
actual war. Ships of the battle line prac­ 
tically, alone 
determine 
the 
naval 
strength of a nation.” 
Referring to the foreign naval program 
the report says: 
“Of all the countries. Germany 
has 
been building during the last few years 
taster than any of the others. 
Her ship 
building program started in 1898 and will 
be completed in 1908, possibly in 1907. In­ 
stead of 191t> as first planned. This pro­ 
gram will give her 38 battleships. 14 large 
cruisers, 38 smaller cruisers and 96 tor­ 
pedo boats.” 
Concerning new ships for our navy the 
report jays:

naval establishment of the United States 
the president 
have construct*d two Hist 
class battleships carrying heaviest armor 
and most powerful ordnance for vessels 
of their class upon a trial displacement 
of about 16,000 tons and to have the high­ 
est practicable speed and great radius of 
action and to cost, exclusive of armor 
and armament. 
not exceeding $4,212,OW 
each; two first class armored cruisers of 
about 
14.500 tons trial displacement, to 
cost, exclusive of armor and armament, 
not exceeding $4,669,00 each and two gun­ 
boats of about 1000 tons trial displacement. 
“ In view of the fact that there Is some 
public 
sentiment favorable to building 
whips In our government navy yards, it 
has been deemed advisable by the com­ 
mittee to insert a provision in the appro­ 
priation btu of this year leaving under 
the discretion of the navy to build any 
or all ships in government yards, but 
snaking it mandatory on him to construct 
at least one battleship or one armored 
rrulser in such navy yards as he may 
designate, as an experiment.”

ac ts as have

"It la true th a t S herm an's a rm y did

"My associations w ith the Filipinos,” 
he continued, "led me to believe th at 
they are not a m alevolent people.

"T here were some Instances of cruel­ 
ty on the p art of the Filipinos, but 
they were few.

should love to be citizens of the U nited 
Btutea if they can he equals of the 
Am ericans, but they do not w ant to 
be connected with

governm ent 
w here they will be regarded as infe­ 
riors.” 
’ In your opinion,” he was asked, 
"can the U nited States usslm i'ate the 
Filipinos 
w ithout 
exterm in atin g 
them ?" 
"W ith the exception of a few locali­ 
ties peace and quiet and order exist 
in the Philippines now, quite up to the 
stan d a rd of o ur own territories, and I 
ain convinced this condition will exist 
th rou gh ou t the islands in a very short 
time.

they find a d v a n ta g e s th u t are offered 
by few countries, and in a few years 
they will be the controlling elem ent In 
those Islands."

Germany 
is Making Great 
Progress 


By Associator Presto Th* Sun 
WASHINGTON, April 2S—The naval pro­ 
gram for 19u3, aa presented in the naval 
appropriation bill and accompanying re­ 
port Hied today by Chairman Foss of the 
house naval committee, is one of unusual 
Interest. 
The report does not take as 
optimistic a view of our naval prowess 
a* is generally held and Mr. Foss points 
out that comparatively few of our ships 
have any real lighting value. 
He accom­ 
panies this with a statem ent of the enor­ 
mous naval armament and programs of 
other countries, particularly Germany. 
It is shown by the report that the total 
number of vessels of our navy, built and 
building is ISS and the total cost will be 
1235,0*2,£09. 
The report adds: 
“ While we have built and are building, 
all tolu, 138 ships, yet comparatively few 
of them have any real fighting value. 
Our naval prowess lies almost entirely 
In our 18 battleships. 8 armored cruisers 
and iii protected cruisers. 
The rest of 
our ships would cut but little figure in 
actual war. Ships of the battle line prac­ 
tically. alone 
determine 
the 
naval 
strength of a nation.*’ 
Referring to the foreign naval program 
the report says: 
“Of all the countries. Germany 
has 
been building during the lust few years 
faster than any of the others. 
Her ship 
building program started in 1898 and will 
be completed in 1906, possibly In 1907, in­ 
stead of 1916 as iirst planned. This pro­ 
gram will give her 38 battleships, 14 large 
cruisers, 38 smaller cruisers and 96 tor­ 
pedo boats."

Philippines was th at which Rev. Dr. 
Leighton Parka uttered yesterday in 
his forenoon sermon

conduct of the Philippine war deplored 
as unchristian and un-Am erican.

beef find pork were marked up an a v ­ 
erage of a cent, u pound here yesterday. 
H am went from 16 to IT cents, pork 
loins from 12 to 13, porterhouse sold at 
SO cents, sirloin 23, round steaks at 20. 
Dlst.-Att’y Bethea had before him a 
witness who has been handling meat 
for 7 years. 
He said: 
‘I thoroughly understand the m anip­ 
ulation of the market. 
The ribs and 
Iodin of the cattle killed at the stock 
yards are not on 
the 
market. 
They 
are placed In the refrigerators and only 
the m eat which cannot be held back 
till the purchasers pay the price de­ 
manded Is being sold. 
“The cheaper grade Is on the m arket 
because it does not pay to refrigerate 
It. 
The weekly meeting of the packer* 
fixes the price of No. 3 stuff only. That, 
however, governs the price of No. 2 and 
No. I cattle. 
"The packers declare that the high 
price of corn has raised the price of 
m eat. 
This feeding of cattle is chiefly 
done by the packers at the big distil­ 
leries in the west. 
The corn is used 
for several other purposes first, and the 
leavings are fed to the cattle." 
"When the corn crop shortage came 
to public notice last fall, the packers 
began 
refrigerating 
an 
Immense 
am ount of beef," said D. G. Humphrey. 
“I have heard it stated that in Chicago, 
Omaha, Sioux City, St. Paul, Kansas 
City, and in their large storage houses 
a t New York they had on March I this 
year, all of 400,000,000 pounds of beef, 
hams, poultry and other provisions. 
I 
have been told that in Chicago alone 
they carried at this time about 225,000,- 
000 pounds of stored provisions.

$4,000,000, a two-cent advance $8,000,- 
000 and so on. 
“They Saw, I believe, their opportun­ 
ity for a coupe, which would not be

You will notice further th a t the 
authority given by the statute to dec 
orate the graves of soldiers and sailors 
only provides for tile decoration of the 
graves of those who died in the aer 
vice of the United States, and no pro­ 
vision is made for making uny dis­ 
tinction whatever between those who 
died in the W ar of the Rebellion a n i 
those who died In the Spanish Ameri 
can war. 
I am therefore, of the belief th at by 
the force of the two statutes quoted a 
general appropriation for 
the 
obs»r 
Vance of Memorial day may be used 
In whole* or in part for decorating the 
graves of all soldiers and sailors of the 
United States, but I do not find any a u ­ 
thority of law for making the appro­ 
priations specified in the orders above 
quoted which were passed by the board 
of 
aldermen 
on April 8th. 
However 
unsatisfactory this construction of the 
law may be to the members of the city 
council or the Grand Army of the Re­ 
public. or to the Spanish W ar Veterans 
or patriotic citizens generally, I am 
satisfied that it is the true construction 
and if the law works hardship or In­ 
justice or does not confer on the city 
council authority to do what In the
